AFFECT OF CLOSED SCHOOLS. 


Supt, Schaefr'er Gives Opinion—Holi- 


day Vacations Will be Brief. 


The 
effect of tne closing of the 


schools during September has been 
th" 
subject 
of 
much 
speculation 


here as to the length of school >ea-_ 
and teachers' -wages and letter oi 
State Superintendent X. C. Schaei- 
ier clears the situation. It is likely 
that the schools wnl have no \aca- 
tioa days except Christmas Day anc1 


>7evv Year's Day and close by _June 
or early in that rnunth. Dr Schaei- 
ler's letter is as follows: 


"The closing of the schools by tne 


-order of State Health Commissioner 
Djxon has led to many inquiries ior 
a correct interpretation of section 
1206 of the school code, which is as 
follows- 
'""When a board ot school Direc- 


tors is compelled to close any school 
or schools on account of contagious 
disease, the destruction or damage 
of the school building by fire, or 
other causes, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in their contracts of employ- 
ment, the school district shall be li- 
able for the salaries of the ^teach- 
ers of said school or schools for the 
*-erms for which they are engaged' 


"Various cases arise First—Where 


the contract of employment speci- 
fies that teachers are not to receive 
t>av for time lost on account of an 
-epidemic, the directors are not oblig- 
ed to pay the salaries of the teachers 
ior the_ "time lost on account of the 
•epidemic. 
""Second.—Where the contract with 


the board specifies that the _ schools 
are to be opened on a gn en date and 
where the contract does not mention 
time lost through an epidemic, the 
directors will be -equired to pay the 
teachers for the time lost on account 
of the epidemic 


"Third—Where the contract does 


•not specify any t-'rrie for the opening 
of the schools, the directors can. no 
doubt, pay tbe salaries of the_ teach- 
ers for the period during which the 
opening of the schools has been post- 
poned, pro-tided the date for open- 
ing the'schools v«as not fixed prior 
'to the making of the contract. 


•'Fourth—Where It is possible to 


make up the lost time at the end of 
the school term this should, without 
doubt, be done, but the law does not 
reouire impossibilities of directors, 
and where lost time cannot be made 
up for lack of time_ in such cases the 
school 
anoropriation will be paid 


even if the district 
fails to have 


school during the rr.imrnum term spe- 
cified by lav,- for the different dis- 
tricts. 


"Fifth—It is impossible at this time 


to forsee hov. long the epidemic will 
last and any definite ruling as to the 
legfhening of the school term might 
lead to additional difficulties- 


''Directors and teachers should try 


to adjust their differences in the most 
amicable way possible. An epidemic 
causing the closing of all the schools 
in the State was certainly not con- 
templated when the present school 
code was enacted, nor are the State 
revenues in sight by which the legis- 
"lature might reimburse the districts 
for financial loss due to the closing 
of the schools on account of infan- 
tile paralysis."'

lVlLJZED GOVERjSiIviJSXT may be said to be clarified under two 


distinct heads: the Rovernmeut that 13 the rule of a class and im- 
poses upon the people precepts for their conduct, not according to 


their own desires or ideas, out according as TO what the government class 
thinks most beneficial ; and government by the people themselves through 
elected representatives who enact such laws as public opinion demands.

seventy-five miles of turnpike the day before the great Gettysburg Semi-cen- 
tennial celebration began.
